There has been major confusion internationally about the dates for the forthcoming 
ARRL sponsored Top Band and 10 Metre contests. It has all got to do with the 
definition of the 'first full weekend’, which up to this year has been understood to 
mean the first Saturday and Sunday of a month. This year, the ARRL Top Band 
Contest, which starts on the Friday night at 2200, will be held on the 7th, 8th and 9th 
of December and not the week previous as generally understood outside the U.S. 
Consequently the ARRL 10 Metre contest also goes back a week to the weekend of 
the 15th and 16th of December.
